Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the night of the 15th] 16th March, 1983, Shri Adya Pra¬ 
sad Pandcy, Supdt, of Police, Amritsar, on receiving infor¬ 
mation, organised a nuka party under his own leadership, to 
nab some extremists at Manwaala train Bridge on Sbershah 
Marg. The Police Party consisted of one Deputy Supdt. of 
Police, four Sub-Inspectors, four Head Constables and four¬ 
teen Constables. Shri Pandcy deployed the Police Party 
very carefully and was himself in the front to check the 
vehicles. At about 4.45 A.M,, a jeep was seen coming from 
Amritsar side. Shri Pandey alerted the Police Party and 
went forward to intercept the vehicle. The jeep slowed down 
and as Shri Pandcy was about to check the inmates of the 
jeep without caring for his personal safety, the occupants of 
the jeep threw a hand grenade on him and subsequently 
started firing on the police. As a result of the explosion, Shri 
Pandcy sustained multiple injuries but undauntedly he 
struck to his post, opened fire in self-defence and continued 
to command the Police Party. He succeeded in killing one 
Hardev Singh and causing serious injuries to other four 
occupants of the jeep, who managed to escape inside Guru 
Nanak Niwas. Shri Pandcy, who was seriously injuried, was 
removed to S.G.T.B. Hospital, Amritsar, for treatment. 

In this incident, Shri Adya Prasad Pandey, Supdt. of Police, 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to 
duty of a high order. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
miles governing the award of the President’s Police Medal 
and consequently carries with it the special allowance admissi¬ 
ble under rule 5, with effect from the 16th March, 1983.

may in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal pro¬
